Suffocation of Paul Riddell, seven, 
ef Toronto, under the sand of a 15- 
foot batik which collapsed and hurled 
four children into an excaVation at 
Toronto was attributed to fright of 
his three playmates. Three of the chil- 
dren, when rescued, iailed to say an- 
other youngster still was buried be- 
neath the sand. 

First intimation that the Riddell 
child was a victim of the cave-ia 
came nearly an hour after Frank 
Hughes, five; Doreen Colley, 10; and 
James Alexander, eight, had been res- 
cued by persons attraciéd to the pit 
by screams of the children when the 
bank on which they were standing 
gave way. Then the Riddell boy's body 
was found under four feet of sand. 

The cave-in occurred Friday on 
Dundas Street west. Ted Oakleaf, one 
of the rescuers, said that the three 
children taken from the pit “never 
gaid a word about another boy being 
in the excavation.” Oakleaf, employee 
of a nearby welding company, said 
“we could have saved the poor lad if 
we had known in time.” 

Young Alexander blurted out the 
information that sent rescuers scur- 
rying back the excavation to find 
Paul Riddell, buried face down, in 
the 7 When he reached home he 
told his father in incoherent story of 
somebody still being ‘down there.’

The tendency is towards large hatch- 
eries supplying the smaller poultry- 
man and farmer, and the sale of day- 
old chicks, sexed chicks and cross- 
bred chicks has increased rapidly. 
The individual can now purchase 
|chicks from recognized agencies with 
assurances. The Vepartment of Agri- 
culture is now grading chicks as fol- 
lows: Purple label, R.O.P. chicks from 
blood tested and Government recorded 
flocks; Red label, R.O.P. sired chicks, 
from ‘blood tested and Government 
approved flocks; Blue label, approved 
chicks, f proved cockerels and 
approved banded and blood tested 
flocks. 
‘For those who wish to incubate 
their own eggs, the use of R.O.P. or 
approved males is advisable to secure 
males early in order to get a good 
selection and to acclimatize them to 
local conditions. 
Incubators should be looked over 
and put in first class shape, They 
should be scrubbed and disinfected 
prior to incubation and also between 
‘thatches. It is always good policy to 
have spare incubator supplies on 
hand, as many 4 hatch has been ru- 
ined by something going wrong after 
incubation has commenced and 0 
spare parts on hand. Thermometers 
should be tested and placed at proper 
levels as a degree or so out may make 
considerable. difference in size and 
strength of the hatch.

Blasting in dry one requires 
from one-half to two-thirds more dy- 
namite to remove a stump of a given 
size than.does blasting in wet ground. 
Further jeconomy and efficiency is 
seen in the use of explosives develop- 
ed specifically, after years of trial, for 
particular land clearing operations. 

Dynamites recommended for stump- 
ing contain a considerable amount of 
ammonium nitrate and while they 
have the same strength as the polar 
dynamites, they are not nearly as fast 
in action, nor as sensitive ‘as the. nit- 
roglycerine types... 

This slower speed makes certain 
ammonia dynamftes especially adapt- 
ed to stumping, because the relative- 
ly slow heaving force they exert can 
be counted upon to push the stump 
and its.roots upward and out of the 
ground.

JAIL INMATES 


Inmates of Hastings County Jail | 
were maintained at an average daily 
cost of 12.09 cents during the fiscal 
year extending from April 1, 1937, to 
April 1, 1988, according to statistics 
released Saturday by Jail Governor 
G. H. French. This cost is a slight de- 
crease from that of the year previous 
it was stated. 

The number of prisoners held in the 
institution for the year was 504, as 
compared with 542 of the year prev- 
jous. The number of jail days provid- 
ed for by authorities amounted to 
9652, which brings the average sen- 
tence of inmates to slightly over nine. 
teen days. The greatest daily number 
of prisoners was 43 with the lowest 

being 14. Average population of the 
jail over the yearly period was 26. 

Cost of food amounted to $1,253.95; 
boots, $83.26; clothing, $123.26; fuel, 
$1,028.30, and repairs $95.00.

ing programs and buy all the imple-' 
ments of war they can pile up.
